HREE hot Army helicopter pilots, fly- 

ing the Bell HU-1 Iroquois in tempera- 
tures up to 94 degrees, have brought to 
the United States seven rotary-wing 
world records, including three held by 
the Soviet Union. 

For this achievement, General Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer, Army CofS, presented the 
DFC on 8 August at the Awards Lunch- 
eon of the Army Aviation Association in 
Washington, D. C., to: 


Col, Jack Marinelli, President of the 
Army Aviation Board, Ft. Rucker, Ala 
Maj. Garrison J. Boyle, III, a Board 


Project Officer. 
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CWO Clifford V. Turvey, another Board 
Project Officer who also was named the 
Association's “Aviator Of 1960.” 

Claims on the seven records were 
based on flights made in speed, distance 
and climb categories by the turbine-pow- 
ered Iroquois near Fort Worth, Tex., 
over an eight-day span ending 26 July. 

Records claimed by the Army: 

Time To Climb 3,000 Meters (9,843 
feet): 3 minutes 22.4 seconds. Current of- 
ficial record is 5 minutes 30.6 seconds, 
held by French Alouette. 

Time To Climb 6,000 Meters (19,686 
feet): 8 minutes 10.2 seconds, Current of- 
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ficial record is 11 minutes 0.1 seconds, 
held by French Alouette. 

Non-Stop Distance Flight Over Closed 
Course: 441.74 miles. Current official re- 
cord is 345.1 miles, held by Russian MIL- 
1 


Three-Kilometer (1.864 miles) Speed 
Run: 158.05 miles per hour. With official

ISTORY has shown that weapons, 

tactics, and technology over time 
usually become equally available to sub- 
stantially equal major powers, There 
has always been an advantage avail- 
able, however, to the more imaginative 
and energetic side, who, through con- 
stantly improving organization, brings 
tactics and weapons together more ef- 
fectively, in a stream of invention and 
innovation and thus keeps doctrine and 


concepts ahead of technology, produc- 
tion and actual warfare. 
Within the Continental Army Com- 


mand’s Combat Developments System 
we apply fundamental research and 
creative study to each organizational 
and management area or activity in the 
same manner as they are applied to the 
areas of science, technology and tactical 
doctrine. 


SEVEN OPERATIONAL FACTORS — 
DISPERSION, MOBILITY, PROTEC- 
TION, FIREPOWER, CONTROL, SUR- 
VEILLANCE AND SUPPORT 

Frequently, in earlier presentations, 
the factors shown here have been 
mentioned. They describe a MODERN 
MOBILE ARMY’'s combat operations in 
a major war of the future. The em- 
phasis given any one of them will vary 
with the scale of conflict and the geo- 
graphical environment. 


Evolutionary Changes 


When taken together, however, they 
establish clearly the basis for significant 
and evolutionary organizational changes 
needed in the Field Army. They also 
point up the direction these changes 
should take. 

Concepts for evolutionary organiza- 
tions are much influenced by: 

(1) Estimates of the most likely en- 
emy; his organizations, equipment, tac- 
tics and capabilities. 

(2) Estimates of the most likely mili- 
tary, political and geographic environ- 
ments in which army forces must be 
capable of operating. 

(3) Estimates of equipment we can 
have in our Army units based upon the 
state-of-the-art in technology, budgetary 
limitations and manpower limitations. 

(4) And finally, practical experience 
gained from combat, coupled with scien- 
tific, technical and military evaluations 
of field expeviments. 

Improvements in organization of the 
future Field Army appear possible of 
attainment within these broad areas: 

(1) Responsiveness to command 

(2) Multi-capability 

(3) Sustained Combat Effectiveness 

(4) Controllability 

(5) Battlefield and Strategic Mobility 

(6) Austerity of Support 

I will touch on these areas in men- 
tioning just a few specific and selected 
organizational trends. 


Smaller Units Sought 


Beginning at the lowest organizational 
level, the squad, and proceeding upward, 
we believe units should be smaller and 
lighter, and have a built-in improved 
capability for independent or semi-inde- 
pendent operations in any condition of 
weather or visibility and in any scale 
of war. 

For example, we have proposed a 
small squad of only seven men—equipped 
with automatic and _ semi-automatic, 
point and area fire, anti-personnel and 
anti-materiel weapons, and mounted in 
its own ground or air vehicle. Its small 
size improves personal control and lead- 
ership by the squad leader and con- 
tributes to mobility. Its weapons and 
equipment increase its lcthality and de- 
crease its vulnerability, in comparison 
with the infantry squad of today.

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Associations Make Important Contributions 


The annual meeting of the Association of the U. S. Army, covered 
extensively in this issue; next month’s meeting of the Air Force Asso- 
ciation, which THE JOURNAL will cover in San Francisco; and the an- 
nual sessions of the Navy League make important contributions to Na- 
tional Defense.

It is true that the em- 
phasis on specifics varies among the organizations, but all are seeking 
the same goal——the strengthening of our National Defense to meet the 
Communist peril. 

THE JOURNAL, which covers all the Armed Forces, salutes the pa- 
triotic work which is being done by each of our Service associations. 


The Air Force Fights ‘“‘Inflation’’ 


The Air Force, revising its Officer Effectiveness Reports for ma- 
jors, lieutenant colonels, and colonels, has taken decisive action to halt 
“inflation” in the rating structure. The importance which the Air. Force 
attaches to this move is reflected in the letter (see Page 11), sent by 
General Thomas D. White to major commanders. 

There are certain to be some grumbles, notably among those officers 
who have been rated previously as “outstanding’’ and who may no 
longer be in that category even though their performance of duty is 
unchanged. 

It is impossible, of course, to formulate a rating system that will 
win 100% endorsement, but we feel certain that the vast majority of 
Air Force officers will applaud the new program. As General White 
states so succinctly; “It should be clear to everyone that raters do a 
great injustice to the Air Force, to their truly superior men, and to 
themselves when they continue rating too many of their people too 
high.” 


Dual Employment Problem Accented 


The voluntary and involuntary retirement during the next several 
years of thousands of Service officers—many of them with 20 years serv- 
ice—-focuses attention on the increased need for legislation to liberalize 
dual employment and dual compensation restrictions, some of which date 
to the last century. Many of the officers who will retire possess skills 
which are in critical demand for civilian posts in the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

But because of discriminatory laws, attuned in large part to Depres- 
sion days and completely at odds with current National Defense needs, 
Federal employment opportunities are barred to Regular Officers leaving 
active duty. 

There had been hope that the Hébert Bill action would lead to legis- 
lation which would liberalize the restrictive legislation, but it was de- 
cided by the House Armed Services Committee to postpone such action 
pending a new study by the House Civil Service Commmittee. 

During the past years, the Pentagon has vacillated in its efforts to 
win equitable treatment for Retired officers who desired to serve the 
Government in a civilian status. The fate of remedial legislative proposals 


next year will depend in large part upon the effectiveness and vi,,or wig, 
which the Department of Defense states the case. There is little ‘juestig, 
that it must surmount objections from the Civil Service Commis -ion apy 
numerous organizations which represent Federal employees. Bec ause yp. 
tired military people, in many cases, possess singular skills, their -ompey. 
tion for job vacancies is feared by many. 

We believe the needs of the Nation come first. Outdated lezislatig, 
which denies the Nation the services of all our citizens has no ‘lace op 
the books at this critical time in history. 


Hiss Act Revision Essential To Morale 
Military morale will sustain a devastating blow if Congress fails y, 
amend present law which subjects Service people to harsh penaltics under 
the Hiss Act. The Act was designed to deny Federal retirement benefit; 
to Government employees convicted of crimes, having to do essentially 


with security matters. 


But, as revealed exclusively in THE JOUUNAL issue of 18 June, th 
impact of the law has been to threaten retired pay benefits for thousands 
of military people who have been convicted on all manner of charges 
including unauthorized use of a vehicle. 

Although it took the action tardily, the Department of Defense has 
made a strong case for changing the law to prevent an injustice to large 


numbers of people who have served the Nation in uniform

them decorated for heroism in combat. 

We believe it is unthinkable that Congress will fail to take the neces. 
sary steps to remove Service people from provisions of the Hiss Act, | 
this should occur, however, we hope that action will be taken to delay 
the retirement of all those persons who would be subject to loss of thei 
retired pay, pending corrective legislation.

against expressions of approval or dis- 
approval in the Senate gallery.

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General White Calls For “Realistic 
And Honest” Appraisal Of Officers 


(The followimg is the text of a com- 
munication sent by General Thomas 
D. White, Air Force CofS, to major 
comn anders in connection with the 
Air /'orce decision to adopt a new 
systen of Officer Effectiveness Re- 
ports: / 


Ri{TICAL evaluation of our offi- 
& cers is most important if we are 
to maintain qualitative superiority of 
the Force, We must identify for spe- 
cial uttention those who do very well 
and those who do not, The topnotch 
officer deserves special attention: 
planned career progression and rapid 
advancement, commensurate with his 
talent. The substandard officer like- 
wise must be watched and his po- 
tential evaluated. If he does not show 
improvement he should be separated. 
There is no place in the Air Foree 
for weak officers of any grade. 


Marked progress has been made in 
dealing with the ineffective officer. 
The quality control program and the 
control roster are proving useful for 
identifying and monitoring poor per- 
formers, Appropriate actions will 
weed out those who do not shape up. 
The outlook for continuing success 
in this regard is encouraging. 


It is the other end of the spectrum 
that now causes me the greatest con- 
cern. We are not identifying the 
truly outstanding man because en- 
tirely too many of our officers are 
being over-rated. Even if we allow 
that the officer corps of 1960 is a 
more select professional group than 
ever before, it is unrealistic that 66% 
of all colonels in one command are 
rated as outstanding; in another 48% 
of all lieutenant colonels; and in a 
third 40% of all majors. If raters 
were objective, conscientious man- 
agers and evaluaters, the command 
distributions for each grade would 
much more nearly resemble the nor- 
mal, bell-like curve. 

It is obvious that our commanders 
are relaxing their standards under 
pressures for higher ratings “to keep 
their officers from getting hurt.” Un- 
fortunately, such short-sighted rating 
practices only hurt the truly out- 
standing individual who cannot be 
identified because of the large num- 
ber of inflated ratings given less ade- 
quate men. Promotion boards, simply 
cannot tell which man is the one 
most deserving. 


Numerous ideas and devices have 
been suggested for controlling the 
inflation of ratings; many seem to 
have merit; many surely will work 
for a period of time. However, I am 
positive that there is no better ap- 
proach than exercise of sound com- 
mand leadership. Senior staff officers 
and civilian experts in the field of 
evaluation also are firmly convinced 
that the present program is techni-

cally sound and can be effective if it 
is aggressively managed. 


The ultimate success or failure of 
our evaluation system depends upon 
how well it is administered at every 
echelon of command. You must per- 
sonally be responsible for insuring 
that the objectives of our rating pro- 
gram are met throughout your com- 
mand, We must have realistic and 
honest appraisal of our officers, As 
part of your improved management 
program, I suggest particular em- 
phasis on the importance of critical 
review of reports by the initial in- 
dorsing officer, by the additional in- 
dorsers, and by your command review 
activity. These individuals should un- 
hesitatingly reject poorly prepared 
reports and ratings which are not 
substantiated, And, finally, indorsers 
should downgrade ratings of their 
subordinates who consistently fail to 
evaluate realistically. It should be 
clear to everyone that raters do a 
great injustice to the Air Force, to 
their truly superior men, and to 
themselves when they continue rat- 
ing too many of their people too 
high. 


Efforts in this regard cannot be a 
one-time or halfhearted proposition: 
They must be continuing. Neither 
should they be tempered by over-con- 
cern about “hurting your people” or 
about qualitative differences between 
organizations and commands. These 
rationalizations have been used be- 
fore to excuse local deviations. The 
increased efficiency of OER data 
analyses makes it possible to identify 
very quickly the commands which 
are out of line and the extent of their 
deviation. You should assure your 
people that promotion boards have 
these data at hand and use them in 
evaluating the relative validity of 
command reports, 


The new Field Grade rating form 
and its implementing directive AFM 
36-10, have been specifically devel- 
oped to assist you and your rating 
officers in correcting the inflationary 
trend that has developed. It is my de- 
sire that the rating distributions for 
your command adhere closely to that 
indicated on the form itself. A care- 
ful and continuing analysis is being 
made of all reports—by grade and 
by command, This information will 
be provided commands for use in 
appraising the effectiveness of their 
controls. 


I am convinced that the new pro- 
cedures, the new form, and intensive 
management can bring about im- 
mediate and worthwhile improve- 
ment in the integrity of officer effec- 
tiveness reports. Success will depend 
upon the sincerity of purpose with 
which they are implemented by you 
and by every rating and indorsing 
officer in your command,

A MASTER TACTICIAN, Senator Lyndon 
Johnson (D-Tex) on 9 August managed to put 
out a statement of rebuttal to the Pentagon’s 
new budget plan before it was announced. Here’s 
how it happened. The Defense Department on 
the morning of 9 August sent a communication 
to Senator Johnson. He said it would take some 
time to reproduce it for distribution to the 
press. In the interim, the Senator’s staff quickly 
reproduced and released his critical response. 
Congressional courtesies being an understand- 
able concern, there was reason, of course, for 
the Pentagon to delay the public release of its 
communication to the Senator, but only until the 
moment he received it. Then the Pentagon 
should have made its letter available to news- 
men. 


AS THE DEFENSE SPENDING in-fight- 
ing developed, there was the unusual cir- 
cumstance of a Pentagon announcement 
striving to catch up in news play with its 
rebuttal from Capitol Hill. 


FOLLOWING THE PRESIDENT’S’ RE- 
NEWED APPEAL to Congress for action on 
Pay Equalization (see Page 1), The Journal 
sought again to obtain an expression from 
Senate Majority Leader Johnson on this matter. 
As we went to press, no statement was forth- 
coming. During recent months, there has been 
increasing puzzlement as to why the Senator 
from Texas, where thousands of retired Service 
people reside, has hesitated to endorse the 
widely supported measure. 


IN THE HOUSE, the Pay Equalization Bill 
received its strongest push from Representa- 
tive Paul Kilday (D-Tex.). Some in the 
Services wonder if perhaps legislative jeal- 
ousy could have been involved in Senator 
Johnson's hands-off attitude towards the pay 
adjustment bill. 


THE REPUBLICANS IN THE SENATE will 
be foolish politically if they do not speak out 
publicly in strong terms to support the Presi- 
dent’s position on Pay Equalization. There are 
scores of thousands of voters interested in the 
outcome of this long-pending legislation. 


THE FATE OF AIRBORNE DIVISIONS in 
the Momar Plan was not made clear this week. 
Army officials were reluctant to discuss airborne 
aspects of the new combat organization. This 
led to speculation that airborne divisions, as 
such, may be eliminated and replaced by air- 
borne combat commands in the 1965-1970 period. 


IF MOMAR IS ADOPTED, Army combat 
forces in the future surely will be reckoned in 
terms of combat commands, rather than divi- 
sions. For political leaders, this will hold a spe- 
cial appeal. A 14-division Army would be identi- 
fied in terms of a 70 combat command organ- 
ization. 


THE SHIFT FROM PENTOMIC TO MoO- 
MAR DIVISIONS (see Page 4) wil! depend 
in large part on how much money the Army 
receives during the next five years for modern- 
ization. When the first Pentomic Division, the 
101st Airborne, was activated at Ft. Campbell, 
Ky., in September 1956, there was much fanfare 
concerning the new weapons it would receive 
to make the reorganization a success. The 
weapons, with few excepc.ions, have been tardy 
in reaching the 10lst and the other Pentomic 
divisions. 


MANY IN THE ARMY are certain to argue 
that actual reorganization of the Pentomic Divi- 
sions to the Momar structure should not be un- 
dertaken until funds are provided for the new 
weapons. What happened with the Pentomic 
units was that, as a result of the delayed delivery 
of weapons, the divisions could not provide an- 
ticipated firepower levels. 


THE AIR FORCE SURGEON GENERAL lacks 
central control of the Air Force medical research 
program. Supervision of the work is divided 
among various commands, including ATC which 
operates the Aerospace Medical Center at Brooks 
AFB, Tex., and ARDC which maintains the Aero- 
medical Laboratory at Wright-Patterson AFB, 
Ohio. These commands, and not the Surgeon 
General, have the dominant say on day-to-day 
research operations. Interestingly, announcement 
of personnel changes of key medical officers, 
when they affect ATC or ARDC, are made by 
these commands, and not the Surgeon General. 


IN THE OTHER MEDICAL SERVICES, 
the situation is different. The Army and Navy 
Surgeons General have full control over med- 
ical research activities. 


FEW LTS. (JG) ARE ASSIGNED RESPONSI- 
BILITIES such as those given Lt. (jg) Thomas 
D. Scott, USNR, while he served with the Office 
of Naval Research. A Navy commendation notes 
that he participated “almost simultaneously, in 
three very important and diverse scientific proj- 
ects—ARGUS, TEEPEE, and the underwater 
experiments at Operation HARDTACK. In con- 
nection with Project ARGUS which was con- 
ceived, planned, and executed in a period of 
approximately two and one-half months instead 
of the normal twenty-four months required, he 
was assigned major responsibilities in finding a 
suitable shipboard-launched rocket vehicle, and 
with perfecting techniques for tracking the mis- 
sile from launch to point of detonation,” the cita- 
tion said. “Concurrently, he contributed immeas- 
urably to the technical success of the TEEPEE 
concept—a concept that missile launches could 
be detected at great distances by high frequency 
ionospheric radar.” 


THE ARMY STRESS ON “DUAL CAPABLE” 
weapons has a parallel in the double-edged word 
which Secretary Wilber M. Brucker uses to de- 
scribe the Army’s currently authorized strength 
of 870,000. Speaking to the AUSA meeting, he 
called this “marginal.” Fact of the matter is that 
the Army is striving to gain Administration ap- 
proval for a 10,000 increase. 


SHORT AND POINTED remarks by Lt. Gen. 
E. R. Quesada at the Army Aviation Association 
Awards Luncheon won great applause. He said 
that military planners must accord to air mo- 
bility tests the same emphasis that SAC gives 
to combat readiness exercises for its bombers. 
The WWII Ninth Air Force leader made the 
point that effective air mobility tests require 
that troops be lifted with their combat gear. He 
said such exercises should be conducted “every 
day, all day”—just as SAC conducts its around- 
the-clock tests. 


FOR SEVERAL YEARS, the Army has been 
attempting to win approval for an airlift test in 
which elements of an airborne battle group would 
be flown across the Atlantic and then mike a 
parachute jump under simulated combat condi- 
tions. Although the Puerto Pine arilift exercise 
earlier this year won wide acclaim, the fact of 
the matter is that the soldiers arrived in Puerto 
Rico with only a token supply of their heavy 
weapons. 


IN THE INTEREST OF COMPREHENSIVE 
REPORTING of details related to the Army 
Distaff Foundation’s new announcement concern- 
ing applications from widows seeking residence 
in Army Distaff Hall (see Page 18), The Journal 
this week asked the Foundation what would be 
the admission charges and monthly service 
charges. The reply: Board of Directors has de- 
cided not to release this information at this time. 
It will be difficult for the Board to hold to this 
position for any length of time. The Foundation’s 
press release notes that, with some exceptions, 
applicants must be “able to pay the admission 
charges and monthly service charges”—what- 
ever they may be. 


WATCH FOR A NEW BURST OF ACTIV! Ty 
at the Ft. Bragg, N. C., headquarters of STRAC 
with the arrival of a new CG, Lt. Gen. Thomas 
J. H. Trapnell, an All-American football plyer 
at West Point and survivor of the Bataan Death 
March of WWII. He reports to the STRAC slot 
from duty as Deputy CinC of U. S. Army Pacific, 
His arrival coincides with the President’s renort 
to Congress this week in which he indicated a 
stepped-up program of exercises involving 
STRAC units. 


A THREE-FOLD MISSION has been imposed 
on SAC’s 43d Bomb Wing at Carswell AFB, 
Tex., the first Air Force unit to receive opera- 
tional B-58 Hustlers. The 12 Mach 2 bombers 
assigned to the Wing will be used for combat, 
crew-training, and operational evaluation mis- 
sions. Future SAC B-58 crews will be trained 
at Carswell, adjacent to the General Dynamics 
Convair Division plant, which builds the Hustler, 


A VETERAN ARMY PARATROOPER, 
Col. Clyde R. Russell, who served as a platoon 
leader, company commander, battalion com- 
mander and commander of the 505th Air- 
borne Infantry, has been named G-4 for the 
XVIII Airborne Corps and Ft. Bragg, N. C. 


FORMER SECRETARY OF DEFENSE 
LOVETT, in his address to the AUSA George 
C. Marshall Memorial Dinner this week (see 
Page 20), recalled the General’s concern for 
others and his “deep feeling for the individual 
soldier.” Mr. Lovett quoted General Marshall’s 
Third Biennial Report in 1945 in which the for- 
mer CofS said: “It is impossible for a nation to 
compensate for the services of the fighting man. 
There is no pay scale that is high enough to buy 
the service of a single soldier during even a few 
minutes of the agony of combat; the physical 
miseries of the campaign, or the extreme per- 
sonal inconvenience of leaving his home to go 
out to the most unpleasant and dangerous spots 
on earth to serve his nation.” 


ALTHOUGH HE IS ONLY 35 years of age, 
Maj. Garrison J. Boyle, III, one of the three 
Army helicopter pilots to win the DFC (see 
Page 2) for record-breaking flights with the 
Bell Iroquois, is a veteran of 19 years service. 
He enlisted when only 16, was a motorcycle 
scout in North Africa during WWII, later saw 
action as a parachutist, and subsequently was 
commissioned after attending OCS. He has 4000 
flying hours—equally divided between rotary and 
fixed wing aircraft. 


THE ARMY AVIATION ASSOCIATION will 
strive to expand its 5700 membership—it was 
1400 in 1957—by signing up more enlisted men, 
particularly noncommissioned officers. One prob- 
lem has been that many of the chapters hold 
their meetings in officer clubs. The answer of the 
Pike’s Peak Chapter, one of the largest: Meet in 
the NCO Club. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING of the Army Avia- 
tion group, held this year in conjunction with 
the Association of the U. S. Army sessions, 
heard a request from the Ft. Sill, Okla., Chapter 
that the Army do away with its Form 759 and 
adopt the Navy and Marine Corps system by 
which aviators maintain their own flying logs. 
Another major proposal was that all Army Avia- 
tion line chiefs be given E-8 rank and put on 
flying status. 


MANY ARMY AVIATORS are hopeful the 
Pentagon will decide to award wings to en- 
listed crew members, as is done in the other 
Services. Apparently, the main resistance 
comes from The Adjutant General’s O/ice, 
which is seeking to check the rising num- 
ber of uniform badges.

August. Here is how he began a moving tribute to the former Chief of Staj’, Seep. 
tary of State, and Secretary of Defense). 


F a man is very fortunate he may have, once in a lifetime, the opportunity t, 

work in a cause he believes in with all his heart and soul and under the leader. 
ship of a man whom he admires, respects, and comes to love. I have had that greg 
privilege three times: once, with Henry L. Stimson and, twice, with Gener, 
Marshall and, until the day I die, I will be grateful to them for letting me ge. 
at first hand, the qualities of greatness and true leadership. 


Both these extraordinary men had much in common. The strengths of both 
stem from the fundamentais of sterling character. Both had unshakable integrity, 
Both were fearless of the consequences of a course of action they felt in duty 
bound to take. 


Working close to them was, therefore, a stimulating and inspiring experience 
in part because their own personal standards were so high that, unless you were 
a hopeless clod, you had to raise your own, Service with them could not fail to 
refine and add balance to one’s sense of values. 


Secretary Lovett concluded his speech as follows: 


“Since I spoke at the outset of certain basic characteristics shared by General 
Marshall and Secretary Stimson, it is fitting and proper, I believe, that I should 
close my comments by ,etting the venerable and distinguished Secretary of War 
be heard again, through me, in his valedictory remarks made at a press conference 
in September 1945.

This slide illustrates, in broad outline, 
a type field army appropriate for the 
widest range of contingencies foresee- 
able in unilateral, joint or combined op- 
erations of the future. It is quite small, 
containing a combination of only six 
Medium and Heavy Divisions. There is 
a balance of non-divisional combat, com- 
bat support, and service support units. 
Depending upon the geographical area 
of deployment, types of divisions and 
other units may be proportionately al- 
tered. 

Some of the types of non-divisional 
units we have today will not be required 
in the long-range future, Combining 
functions will enable us to consolidate 
and reduce the size of other units. 


This small, compact, self-sustaining 
Field Army organization offers many 


is readily employable in 
a sophisticated, large-scale, coalition- 
type war on an extensive land mass 
such as Europe.

Careful study has been devoted to 
streamlining the chain of command. 
This speeds decision and reaction time 
in both operations and administration.

They bleed personnel | 
strength from operational units. More | 


important, they can generate immobility, 
inertia, inflexibility and indecisiveness, 
none of which can be afforded in future 
warfare. 

I have mentioned only a 
in organizational concepts related to 
unit structures. A few words about 
trends in organizational procedures. and 
techniques are equally appropriate. 

First, staff organization at division 
and field army headquarters: 

Field experiences, coupled with study 
and analysis by service schools and mil- 
itary and civilian research groups, have 
demonstrated that each area of staff 
activity bears primarily on one of the 
two major functions of field command; | 
the operative function, which accom- 
plishes the primary mission of the com- 
mand, and the administrative support 
function which supplies, maintains and 
restores the operative means, whether 
machines or men. 

The trend of the future should be to 
formally recognize, in doctrine, the 
primacy of these two functions. The 
staff should be organized into two ma- 
jor directorate-type staff groupments 
Tactical Operations and Administrative 
Support. 

What is being suggested is the evolu- 
tionary abandonment, at Field Army 
and Divisional levels, of the convention- 
al general and special staff concept as 
we have known it—-and the adoption of 
a new structure more compatible with 
the requirements of modern warfare and | 
more speedily responsive to the needs of 
the commander and the _ subordinate 
elements of the command. 

Under this concept, the Division or 
Army Commander would normally deal

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with and through only four principal 
members of his staff—the Deputy Com- 
mander, the Chief of Staff, the Director 
for Tactical Operations (DTO) and the 
Director for Administrative Support 
(DAS). 

Specialist advisors, as appropriate to 
the primary function—whether opera- 
tional or administrative—would be an 
integral part of each directorate. 

The Directors would not command or 
operationally control any units. They 
are staff officers. They command only 
those staff elements of their respective 
groupments. They would exercise direc- 
tional and coordinating authority over 
subordinate elements of the command 
within announced policy, authority and 
mission assignments of the commander 
or his deputy. 

Day-to-day operational staff activities 
should be conducted through a Tactical 
Operations Center, located at or near 
the main or forward command post, and 
an Administrative Support Operations 
Center deployed well to the rear where 
it can also function as the rear com- 
mand post. Through the employment of 
a high-speed, secure, long-range, Army- 


area-type communications system, and 
automatic data processing techniques, 
each of these centers should have the 


capability of serving as an alternate to 
the other during displacements, or dur- 
ing the period of recovery following 
loss of one or the other. 

Time available 
brief mention of one other significant 
trend in future organizational proce- 
dures. This relates to the field of logis- 
tical, or administrative, support. It 
ranks, or perhans even outranks, in im- 
nortance any other trend I have men- 
tioned. 

To those of us in 
operational areas one 
rings loud and clear: 

We can easily price the Army out of 
both the manpower and the money mar- 
kets if we continue to insist on hanging 
on to all those items which helped us 
win the last war, while demanding those 
of vastly improved capability which 
technology and production can make 
possible to help win the next. Realistic 
progress’ in modernization requires 
awareness of the boundary markers of 
the budgetary ballpark.

Logistical Mobility 


We must pare our field units to the 
minimum number of different types of 
absolutely essential weapons and equip- 
ment. These must be items that are 
usable in any situation and are multi- 
capability and multi-purpose in nature. 

Logistical mobility, just as important 
as tactical and strategic mobility of 
combat units, can only be achieved 
through ruthless austerity and marked- 
ly improved organizational procedures. 

In the past, logistical units, large 
depots, extensive lines of communica- 
tion, large port complexes and concen- 
trated administrative areas throughout 
the rear have been relatively free from 
direct attack. In the future, they be- 
come prime targets easily vulnerable to 
long-range accurate missile attack. 

Within the next few years, organiza- 
tional concepts for logistical support 
within the Field Army should achieve 
these goals:

We will need smaller and more mobile 
balanced depots dispersed in width and 
depth throughout the Army combat 
zone, 

In each class of supply, we must iden- 
tify every item of more or less average 
usage rate. These should be moved for- 
ward to the user on a scheduled basis 
without regular and routine request. 

Many of the principles of automation 
learned by industry should be adapted 
to operations within the field Army 
area—certainly automatic data process- 
ing techniques can reduce the vast 
amount of communications and paper 
work now necessary in the requisition- 
ing, distribution and storage of supplies. 
Project MASS in Seventh Army has 
made remarkable progress toward this 
goal, 


More Use of Aircraft 


When maintenance is needed, it should 
be available for any equipment item 
from one source at one location. 

Through yreater use of scheduled sup- 
ply, increased use of aircraft in supply 
distribution, minimum in-transit han- 
dling, and automated procedures, a ma- 
jor reduction can be made in the time 
items are in the pipeline. Reducing time 
directly reduces quantity! 

Horizontal integration of Army serv- 
ice support units within forward support 
and general support command struc- 
tures will ennance more rapid, respon- 
sive logistical support. 

A combat condition which places a 
high premium on leadership, speed of 
decision and execution, and the ultimate 
in coordination of vast amounts of high- 
ly sophisticated combat power, demands 
the utmost im simplicity and streamlin- 
ing of organization for combat—-tactical 
as well as logistical. This is the organi- 
zational challenge of the 1960-70 decade. 

In this connection, it is imperative to 
dispel any image from the military or 
public mind that the Army is organiz- 
ing and equipping for combat against 
one specific enemy, in one major geo- 
graphic area, using primarily nuclear 
tactics with their associated weapons 
and corollary systems, to achieve only 
one objective, in only one type of war. 

As a point of fact, the trend in Army 
organization must be the opposite. 

We need to build, and maintain con- 
stantly ready, a multi-capability organi- 
zation which can perform any role on 
the ground in cold, limited, or general 
war, any time, any place, under any 
circumstances. This covers a graduated 
scale of conflict ranging all the way 
from the use of bare hands in a cold 
war action to exploiting, in the best 
of our national interest, the aftermath 
of MEGATON BOMBARDMENT — if 
such ever comes ! ! ! 

The future organizational trends very 
briefly exposed in these past few minutes 
can come to fruition within the next 
few years. 

They will be realized with your con- 
tinued support of the ONE ARMY CON- 
CEPT and a responsive Research and 
Development effort.

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Marines Reactivate 


Landing Teams 


General David M. Shoup, Commandant, 
reports that Marine Corps plans to re- 
establish six battalion landing teams, 
which were reduced to cadre status in 
1959 as a vesult of manpower limita- 
tions, are progressing according to sched- 
ule. 

Five of the battalion landing teams 
(BLT’s) will be reestablished by 30 June 
1961—-one in the 3d Marine Division on 
Okinawa, one in the 1st Marine Brigade 
in Hawaii, two in the lst Marine Divi- 
sion at Camp Pendleton, Calif., and one 
in the 2d Marine Division at Camp Le- 
jeune, N.C. 

A special “stand-by” infantry battalion 
composed of Marines stationed at Quan- 
tico, Va. and the Marine Barracks, 
Washington, D. C., will be formed 1 
September 1960, for deployment with the 
2d Marine Division in event of emer- 
gency. 

The emergency battalion will be pre- 
pared to move out as an organic unit 
of the 2d Division on eight days’ notice. 
Marines manning the battalion will con- 
tinue to carry out their regular: duties 
at Quantico and in Washington. Most 
are now serving in training billets. The 
remainder are performing administra- 
tive, security, ceremonial, and similar 
support-type duties, 

Marine Corps Schools, Quantico, will 
provide the headquarters and three rifle 
companies for the stand-by battalion. 
The Marine Barracks, 8th and Eye 
Streets, S. E., will contribute one rifle 
company. 

The Marine Corps’ manpower ceiling 
is the same now as it was in 1959— 
175,000. Reestablishment of the battalions 
was made possible, General Shoup said 
by a reduction in the number of Ma- 
rines assigned to the Corps’ training 
base, supporting establishment, security 
forces, and Fleet Marine Force support 
units. Lower personnel turnover result- 
ing from the four year enlistment pro- 
gram, was cited as another reason. 

In announcing plans for the reestab- 
lishment, General Shoup reiterated his 
position outlined earlier this year be- 
fore the Senate Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee regarding the strength of the 
Marine Corps. “With 175,000 Marines, 
we can carry out all our assigned mis- 
sions except that of mobilization in the 
event of general war,” said the Com- 
mandant. “But a strength of 200,000 
would be mandatory to accomplish the 
mobilization, training, and support so 
necessary in the event of such a war.” 

A Marine Corps infantry battalion at 
full strength numbers about 1,125 officer 
and enlisted Marines and is organized 
into a Headquarters and Service Com- 
pany and four rifle companies. A bat- 
talion landing team, which includes an 
infantry battalion plus reinforcing units, 
usually consists of about 1,350 Marines. 

Reinforcing units for the special emer- 
gency battalion will be formed in the 
2d Division at Camp Lejeune 1 Septem- 
ber 1960, thus providing a full BLT com- 
bat capability on a maximum of eight 
days’ notice. 

Reestablishment of the six BLT’s will 
give the Fleet Marine Forces a full 
complement of 27 infantry battalions to- 
gether with their reinforcing elements. 
Marine divisions are organized into three 
infantry regiments of three battalions 
each, an artillery regiment, and seven 
separate supporting battalions.

NEW COPTER SPEED SEEN: 


500 MPH Convertiplane Is Possible 


Bell Engineer Tells Aeronautical Sciences 


T IS NOW possible to design a convertiplane that could fly more than 500 miles per 
hour, Bell Helicopter Company Chief Research Engineer Robert Lynn told the 
Institute of Aeronautical Sciences national meeting in San Diego last week. 





“Recent research investigations at Bell show that we now can design efficiently 
a convertiplane for maximum speeds in the area of 300 to 450 knots (345 to 519 
miles per hour) and still retain desirable helicopter characteristics,” he said. 

Surveying the future of the helicopter, Mr. Lynn said that “the speed, rarge 
and usefulness will increase in the near future if proper research effort is forth- 
coming. Cruise speeds can increase 50% over contemporary machines. This will 
result in greater range and even expanded use. Helicopter can have an efficient 
dash capability up to speeds of 200 knots (230 miles per hour).” 

Present world’s speed record for a helicopter is 167 miles per hour. 

“Helicopters are destined to have a significant place in the spectrum of manned 
military aircraft on into the indefinite future, but vertical takeoff missions requiring 
speeds greater than helicopters can provide will be required,” Mr. Lynn said. 

He said the convertiplane is the answer and holds great potential for military 
and commercial uses. 

Bell built at its Hurst plant, between Fort Worth and Dallas, the first converti- 
plane of its type, featuring tilting prop-rotors. Bell developed the model, the XV-3, 
for the Army. 

The ship made world-wide aviation news 18 December 1958 when Bell Test Pilot 
Bill Quinlan achieved conversion of the prop-rotors from helicopter to airplane con- 
figuration while flying at 4,000 feet and 130 miles per hour. 

The XV-3 currently is being tested by the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration.

Military Aviation Pioneer 
Visits SAC Commander 





AJ. Gen. Benjamin D, Foulois, 81, 
who retired in 1935 as Chief of the 
Army Air Corps, and now President of 


the Air Force Historical Foundation, 
visits with General Thomas S, Power, 
SAC Commander-in-Chief at Offutt AFB, 
Nebr. In July 1909, then Lieutenant 
Foulois, flying with Orville Wright, cov- 
ered five miles from Ft.

MOON LANDING 


A contract to investigate radio 
communication problems involved 
in landing an unmanned space 
craft on the moon has been awarded 
to Collins Radio Company by Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft of St. Louis.

The largest single space application 
for aluminum in history is reported by 
Reynolds Metals Company for use in 
building the Navy’s giant radio-telescope 
at Sugar Grove, W. Va.

In Five-Year Report To AUSA Meeting 


ECRETARY Wilber M. Brucker, reporting on his five years as Army civilian 
chief, told the Association of the U. S. Army on 8 August: 

“Although we have in development, or ready for production, much equipment 
which is superior to that possessed by the Soviet Army, the level of procurement 
funds available does not allow modernization of our equipment at an accelerated 
pace.” 

Secretary Brucker’s address during the opening session of the annual AUSA 
meeting in Washington, D. C., came as the Senate was reconvening that day to 
consider, among other major problems, modernization of U. S. Fighting Forces. 

Declaring that “there is no soldier in the world today any better than the 
American soldier,’ Secretary Brucker said: “Our Army wants a matching supe- 
riority over the Soviets in the quality of equipment actually in the hands of troops. 

“Since WWII,” the Secretary said, “the USSR has issued to troops new models 
of virtually all the weapons and equipment employed by the Soviet Army, For some 
items, there have been two post-war generations.” 

Noting that our national policy is to rely upon “quality of forces rather than 
try to match the Communists man-for-man or weapon-for-weapon in order to obtain 
and sustain a deterrent military advantage,” Secretary Brucker said: “High quality 
forces are achieved through the combination of superior manpower and superior 
weaponry and equipment.”
